Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of the presence of new issues that would require 
further consideration and search. Because the amendment is not entered, all of the previous rejections are maintained. If the proposed 
amendment had been entered, the 35 USC 1 12, 2nd paragraph, rejection would have been removed. The proposed amended limitations 
would require new consideration of the current prior art.

Applicants argue that the prior art references do not describe a method based on the expression of pathogen-specific genes in an antigen 
presenting dendritic cell. It is noted that "antigen presenting" is a proposed new limitation which would require further consideration of 
the current prior art. Applicants argue that there is no motivation to combine the prior art references. This statement is found 
unpersuasive as Cummings et al. and Exley et al. mention inefficiencies of prior methods and needs of monitoring T cells in infections 
which are valid motivational reasons. Applicants further mention "antigen presenting" dendritic cells in their argument which is a new 
issue. 
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
